An appeal was brought on behaif of Mrs 
Margaret Houlihan, of Knockalafalla, Rath- 
gormack, Carrick-on-Suir, from an order of 
the Circuit Court Judge at Waterford 
refusing her application for compensation for 
the: death of her husband, John Houlihan, 
who had been employed by the. Waterford 
County Council cleaning and repairing roads. 

It was stated that the late John Houlihan 
had been working. with two colleagues on 
the road at Boola on 14th December last, 
and. the weather becoming had, they got 
their bicycles to cycle to a grove nearby for 
sheiter. They had to pass down a verv steep 
hill, with a-sharp turn at the end, and while 
going ‘down ‘this hill John Houlihan ap- 
parently lost control of bis machine and 
crashed, receiving ‘injuries from which he 


The Circuit Court Judge, in his judgment! 
ent 

stated ‘that he found “it ebibaible tor think 

that the aceident. arose out of, and in the 


course of, the man’s employment. The men 


employed at this work were on piece-work ; 
if they had been regularly working the whole 
day, like ordinary farm labourers, they would 
be entitled to take shelter, and if one were 
killed when going to take shelter one would 
be entitled to compensation. But suppose 

‘man mounted his bicycle going down a 
rather steep hill, and failed to turn the corner 
and was killed, he would not hold that it 


was contemplated by the Workmen's Com- 


pensation Act that compensation should be 
He thought there was added peril 
there, outside anything the workman’s em- 
plover would be Te-ponsible for. 

The appeal was brought on the grounds, 
among others, that there was .no evidence 
before the Circuit Court Judge to ‘support his 
finding that the accident did not arise out 
of, and in the course of, the workman’s em- 
ployment, and that the Circuit Court Judge 


‘drew the wrong inference from the undis- 


puted facts in holding that it was not within 
the reasonable contemplation of the terins of 
the workman’s employment that he should 
use his bicycle for the purpose of reaching 
the place where the workmen sheltered.

GAS EXPLOSION IN 
NEWBRIDGE 
MAN HURLED THROUGH 


WINDOW 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 


_ Two actions arising cut of a gas explosion 
in Newbridge, Co. Kildare, were heard 
together. In one. Patrick J. Ryan, Killanure, 


Mountrath, Leix, claimed damages for per-. 


sonal injuries from the:Irish Midland Light- 
ing Company, Ltd., Gas Works, Mullingar. 

In the second action the Singer Sewing 
Machine Company, Ltd., claimed damages 
from the sanie defendants for loss and for 
injury to their goods, caused by the explosion 
which occurred at their shop at Edward 
street, Newbridge. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore, K.C., and Mr. W. L. 
Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. Gerald 
Byrne and Co.) appeared for the plaintiffs in 
both actions; and Mr. A. E. Corbett (in- 
structed by Mr. Charles J. Reddy) for the 
defendants, 3 

The exviosion. said Mr. Kingsinill Moore, 
occurred in a small lock-up shop in Edward 
street, Newbridge, occupied by the Singer 
Company. The shop was not lit by gas, but 
gas had been used there at one time, and the 
pipes were still in the shop. On the day of 


accident Ryan, local manager of the Singer 


Company, noticing the smell of gas, sent 
word to the local manager of the defendant 
company, who arrived in the shop, and after- 
wards, without taking any precautions what- 
ever, began to smash up with a hammer and 
chisel the concrete in which the gas pipes 
were embedded. He did not take the pre- 
caution of turning off the gas, with the- 
result that, caused by a spark or some other 
way, an explosion occurred. The whale place 
was blown up, the plate glass window being 
blown out, and the plaintiff was lifted up and 
blown out through the window. He after- 
wards found himself in hospital. He was so 
seriously injured that he was unable to carry 


on his work. The claim of the Singer Com- 


pany was for damage that had been done to 

a number of machines that were in the shop 

and for damage to the shop and fittings. 
Patrick J. Ryan, the plaintiff, in the course 


of his evidence, said that when the local gas 


manager arrived he began to dig for the 
ipes near the window where they entered 
inne the street, using a chisel and hammer 
to break the concrete which surrounded the 
pipes. The lecal gas manager was hammer- 
ing for some time before the explosion took 
place, and had not even taken the precaution 
to open the windows. 

Mr. Corbett said that the accident was -un- 
recedented, and asked how could the pipes 
ba removed from the concrete without using 
a chisel. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the gas could 
have been cut off before the hammer and 
chisel were used. a 

Mr. Corbett said that his defence was that 
it was an inevitable accident, and that the 
defendants were not negligent, as the accident 
could not have been foreseen. : 

The jury found that the defendants 
servant was negligent, and they  assesse 
damages in the case of Ryan at £250 and in 
the case of the Singer Company at £164 4s. 

Mr. Corbett asked for an’order that the 
judgments should he paid by instalments, and 
said that the eggs company had not 
aid a dividend for years. 

é Mr. Justice Hanna said that he would put 
a stay on the judgment until. Friday next, 
the defendants. in the meantime to serve 
notice of motion fer that day for an order for

I had an opportunity recently (writes 
a correspondent) of listening to the 
nightingale, not as broadcast by the 
B.B.C., but in its natural surroundings 
in one of the English home counties.

THE WORLD SITUATION 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sig,—Mr. Bolton Waller’s letter in your 
issue of to-day will be welcomed by all those 
to whom the seem world situation means 
the downfall of hopes centred in the League 
of Nations—a culmination of bitter disap- 
pointments, recalling the Treaty of Versailles 
which meant the downfall of hopes centred 
in President Wilson and his programme of 
international justice, The wise man who ad- 
vised us to put not our trust in princes would 
probably advise us to-day to put not our 
trust in statesmen—not because statesmen 
are ipherently worse than the rest of mankind, 
but because, like princes, their position in- 
volves peculiar temptations which tend to 
render them unfit for moral leadership. The 
time has arrived when the common people of 
the world, who certainly do not want war, 
must shake off mental lethargy and think 
out how it can be prevented. 

First and foremost, we must find some way 
to free ourselves from the stranglehold of in- 
ternational finance. If it is true that Musso- 
lini is obtaining a British loan it is the most 
cynical fact in the whole situation; and yet 
it will not come as a surprise to anyone 
who has taken any note of the part played by 
finance in leading the world to destruction. 
If we want to serve God in international 
affaits we must begin by dethroning Mammon. 
And for this tremendous task che ples of 
the world must, think and act tog Pe, ; 
Most of us are alive to the fact that ‘the 
time is past. .w even the smallest nation 
can live an isolated life. But this will not 
help. us if we have no sense of comradeship 
or responsibility towards other nations, and 
only think of them as potential foes, We 
agree with Mr. de Valera that this country 


ought not to be dragged into a European 


war, even on behalf of an oppressed. people. 
But we cee? regret that he does not pro- 
pose to make any .effort to -safeguard 
oe from the worst effects of conquest, 
and that he is prepared to fall in. with. the 
British policy of an immediate raising of 
sanctions. Surely every nation which con- 
deinmed Italy’s action by the imposition of 
sanctions ought to maintain them at least 
until the assembly of the League had used 
its influence to secure for Abyssinia a position 
not wholly subservient to Italian rule. We 
had expected from Mr. de Valera some ex- 
pression of idealism in regard to international 
affairs. Our disappointment will be shared 
by many circles in Geneva, where his ad 
vocacy of high principles has on several occa-

REFERENDUM UPON IT— 
IF POSSIBLE 


Mr. DE VALERA, in concluding the de- 
bate, commented on the complaint of the 
Opposition that he had not made a general 
statement, and said that every question be- 
fore the public mind, so far as he knew at 
the moment, had had the MinfSterial policy 
in regard to it already indicated many times. 
Questions of unemployment and the position 
of the farmers had already been raised and 
replied to many times. 

The question of the proclamation and ban- 
ning oÍ the IL.R.A. had been raised, but on 
that,. too. the Government’s policy had been 
made quite clear by the Minister for Justice. 
Deputy McGilligan had said that a very 
sudden turn had been taken recently in the 
Government’s attitude in regard to the 
I.R.A. organisation. The attitude of the 
Government . had been all the time 
consistent—that an organisation that 
relied on force was, by the very terms of 
Article ZA. of the Constitution, an illegal 
association. That was held constantly in 
other cases, and it was because it was ques- 
tioned by members of the Opposition, and so 
as to make it quite clear what the attitude 
of the Government was, that the formal pro- 
clamation was issued. 

Alluding to Deputy McGilligan’s quotation 
from the President's speech in 1951, Mr. 
de Valera said that if. the full speech had 
Feen read it would have been seen that they 
did not stand for crime of any sort. He had 
made it auite clear then that there had to 
be an authority to enforce order, and that if 
there was not that authority in that House 
it did not exist anywhere in the country. 
If he had said, as he did say. that they 
were brave ‘nen in that organisation, he was 
speaking of the organisation as a whole, as 
it came down to that time, and no words of 
‘Wis-at anytime ‘were open to the construc- 
tion that he was defending people who had 
committed murder.

“A POLICY OF PATIENCE” 


The attitude of Fianna Fail and his own 
attitude froni the beginning had been this :— 
That .when the ‘Cease Fire ” order was 
issued they attempted to get a basis on 
which they could have acceptance of 
majority rule in this part of the country. 
They ‘put in a condition that every citizen 
in the country would be free to advocate 
his particular principles, and that he and 
his representatives would he free to come 
into the people’s Assembly without any 
political test being imposed upon him. 

He believed in a policy of patience. He 
believed in removing from everybody any 
possible excuse that might be put forward 
for the non-acceptance of their people’a 
representatives, elected freely. Their whole 
policy as a Government and. as a party was 
based wn that thesis, and that was why they 
had taken whatever risks were involved in 
the abotitron of the Oath. 

If the pohcy that they had adopted had 
led in any way to the. murder of any indivi- 
dual in ths State he must regret it. He 
could not say whether it was that policy 


had done it: but, if it had, he must regret 
it. Otherwise; he would hold that that 
policy was justified, and that the people 


would realise that when they took strong 
measures it was because no other way was 
left open to the Government, and it was abso- 
lutely necessary. It was not done for any 
political purpose, but to prevent very grave 
evils following. 


“TI say deliberately,’’ 
Valera, ‘‘ that as long as there is in a 
country—in the present condition of the 
world as a whole and with examples such 
as have. been in other countries—as long as 
there are organisations prepared to band 
themselves in a military way with arms, as 
long as there are such bodies capable of in- 
timidating ordinary witnesses, and carrying 
on their activities under secret machinery, 
with which the ordinary law is incapable of 
dealing—as long as such a situation con- 
tinues, you will need to have such special 
machinery to deal with them. And one of 
the things that will be provided in the new 
Constitution is some means by which such 
a situation can be dealt with by the Execu- 
tive Council of the day. 

“ There has,. therefore, been no condona- 
tion of crime on our part. I remember when 
I sat. in the Opposition benches and saw the 
Ministers who-introduced that measure, and 
when I looked at it I came to the conclusion 
that they were incapable of carrying it out 
without making it a measure of pure ven- 
geanre, and not something that would create 
for the Executive popular suppert in order 
that it should be successful 

“TI have been accused of not having 
chosen an appropriate time for doing these 
things. We did not stage it. We took this 
course because we were presented with cir- 
cumstances that made our action inevitable. 
We did not stage a situation in which we 
had a chief of police going around the country 
and telling the country that the evils 
of Communism were such that the action the 
Government proposed to take was necessary 
to deal with Communism.

DR. RYAN ON THE NEW 
CEREALS BILL

MINISTER TO BUY OATS 
AND BARLEY 


On the second stage of the Agricultural 
Produce (Cereals) Bill, 1956, 
Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that the bill gave the Minister power to 
purchase oats and barley, During the last 
three years there had been a difficulty .1n 
clearing oats and barley at harvest time, 
and it was found necessary to give the 
merchants certain guarantees to the effect 
that if they purchased at fixed prices the 
Government would relieve them of any sur- 
plus in the following June. The merchants 
had made a certain profit for a couple of 
yeurs, but last year a smal! amount of barley 
had been left on their hands, and, that being 
unsatisfactory, it was considered better to 
give the Minister a purchasing power when- 
ever the necessity arose... Under the bill 
it was hoped to secure more rigid control in 
the sale of maize, this being essential to 
ensure that the millers obeyed regulations. 
The millers would be required to mill a 
certain prescribed percentage of wheat, and 
there was power also to. prescribe different 
classes of maize meal mixture. It would be 
impossible in future for a person to be both 
a miller and a dealer. Registration would, 
of course. be continued. 

Mr. DILLON said that this was the fourth 
measure Alealing with the subject and 
eventually it would lead to nationalisation of 
the industry, to the material loss of the 
grain sr són the feeders and the consumers 
ef flour. 


BREAD PRICE! 


The Bread Prices Contro: Bill was being 
made use of specially by Fianna Fail for the 
municipal elections. Not one farthing had 
gone on to the price of bread that Dr, Ryan 
himself was not responsible for. The legisla- 
tion had increased the price of flour by 12s. 
a sack, or Ijd. per loaf—all put on with the 
connivance and consent of the Minister for 
Agriculture. 

Mr. MURPHY (Labour, Cork, W.) said 
that he was aware with regard to the opera- 
tion of the admixture scheme certain hard- 
ships verv definitely had been imposed on the 
small millers. That had arisen because the 
small millers had found themselves from time 
to time in the grip of the large mill-owners, 
who were able to store up large supplies and 
then extract what they wished. 

Dr. RYAN, in reply, said that Deputy 
Dillon refused to learn anything about farm- 
ing. He had told Deputy Dillon over and 
over again that a good farmer would not feed 
a pig on maize mixture alone. Deputy 
Murphy’s grievance with regard to small 
millers would be considered.

CONDITIONS OF | 
EMPLOYMENT ACT 


REGULATIONS REGARDING 
WOMEN LABOUR 


Regulations made by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, under the Con- 
ditions of Employment Act, 1936, were laid 
on the table of the Dail yesterday. 

The regulations exempt the making of 
bread from the operations of Sections 38 
and 46 of the Act, which deal with work- 
ing hours and the gmployment of women 
at night. Subject to the provisions of 
Section 41, which deals with uncontrolled 
overtime, it shall not be lawful to permit 
a woman worker to start earlier than 
7 a.m., or continue working later than 
8 p.m. on any ordinary working day; no 
worker, man or woman, shall continue to 
work longer than nine hours in any day, 
or’ forty-eight hours in one week; no 
woman ‘shall commence work until after 
the expiration of eleven hours from the 
time at which she ceased on the previous 
day; no woman or young person shall do 
any industrial work on a Sunday or a 
public holiday, nor after 1 p.m. on any 
short day. ) 

These regulations came into operation 
on 29th May.

The Gate Theatre 


All who are interested in Irish drama 
will be glad to hear that the crisis at the 
Gate Theatre has been settled—at least, 
for the time being. Yesterday evening 
the shareholders met at an extraordinary 
general meeting to consider a proposal of 
Mr. Denis Johnston, that the company 
should be wound up on account of its weak 
financial position, and that liquidators 
should be appointed. At the last moment 
this motion was withdrawn and another 
was substituted, which proposed that the 
company should continue as before, and 
that the theatre should be leased for six 
months in every year to Messrs. Hilton 
Edwards and Micheal MacLiammoir, who 
have been concerned with the executive 
work of the Gate since its foundation. 
Thus, the theatre has been saved from 
immediate collapse, and perhaps we may 
be thought ungenerous when we say that, 
in our opinion, no real solution has been 
found. In the first places the: present 
financial situation bad 
as ever, and, in the second place, we have 
no enthusiasm for the means which 
apparently are to be taken to improve it 
in the future. Mr. Edwards, no doubt, 
will make economies in the running of the 
theatre, but the whole idea behind the 
new scheme seems to be that any losses 
which may be incurred in Dublin can be 
offset by tours abroad during the other 
The experience

six months of the year. 
of the Abbey Theatre ought to have shown 
that this is a very dangerous fallacy. The 
Abbey found itself faced with exactly the 
same need for money, and discovered that 
tours in the United States brought it not 
only money, but prestige abroad. In the 
meantime, the theatre in Dublin was shut 
for so many months in every year that the 
Irish public lost interest in it, and in the 
end matters reached a crisis which was 
solved only when a revolution took place 
in the whole policy of the theatre, The 
Abbey has learned a rather bitter lesson— 
in future, it will be closed for only one 
month a year, and efforts are being made 
to enlarge its company so that the absence 
of.some of the members on tour will not 
mean that no members are left to carry 
on in Dublin. It is not through any wish 
to embarrass the Gate Theatre that we 
suggest a search for some other answer to 
its problems; it is, rather, because its 
present answer already has been tested, 
and has been found to be disastrous in the 
long run. Admittedly, destructive criticism 
is easy, but the tone of the letters received 
by this. newspaper during the last week 
suggests that the public value the Gate 
highly enough to provide something con- 
structive. If an appeal were made for 
more capital, in ordér to clear existing 
debts jand to start with a clean sheet, there 
is reason to think that the Gate would find 
many new shareholders who would be 
ready to invest a few pounds apiece, even 
if a return of their money could not be 
guaranteed. As for the avoidance of debt 
in the-future, it may be hard in any event 
to see that the coat always is cut according

“I doubt if there is in the world a 
more crimeless country than Ireland,” 
said Cardinal MacRory yesterday—and 
followed up his praise with the terrible 
addendum, “if you except crimes that 
are classed as political.’”’” By a strange 
coincidence, on the very day when this 
half-tribute was paid, Dublin was the 
scene of one of the most novel and most 
daring crimes which she has witnessed— 
if the word may be used of an outrage 
which had no spectators—for many years. 
The whole opiate might have been 
borrowed without change from an 
American film. Shortly before a bank 
in O'Connell street opened its doors to 
the public, a fast car drove alongside 
the pavement. One of ifs occupants re- 
mained at the wheel; the other two dis- 
mounted and stood in wait. When the 
bank’s messenger emerged from its doors, 
carrying a bag which was fastened 
securely to his wrist by a chain’ and a 
strap, he was accosted by the two men, 
who instructed him, at the revolver’s 
point, to hand over his charge. On his 
refusal they slashed the strap with a 
razor, seized the bag—which contained 
nearly £2,000—entered their car, which 
was already in motion, and escaped. The 
crime’s very audacity was the surest 
guarantee of its success. Audacity, how- 
ever—admirable quality as it is in many 
circumstances—does not condone crime; 
and we must hope that this latest challenge 
to the Free State’s police will not be left 
unanswered. The criminals, in this ease, 
will not be sheltered by the sympathetic, 
or terrified, silence of a countryside: no 
stigma is attached to the ‘‘informer’”’ in 
a “‘non-political’’ crime. If the police 
fail, they will have no excuse save that 
the thieves have been too clever for them, 
or, conversely, that they themselves have 
been too dull-witted for their task. The 
Civic Guard were assailed from many 
angles in Dáil Eireann last week, and one 
of the commonest charges—which we 
hesitate to believe—was that they were 
trained insufficiently for the business of 
crime detection, They have an oppor- 
tunity now to disprove that charge. 
Perhaps, the robbers have left an easy 
trail; perhaps, they have staged a 
masterly escape. In either event, we trust 
that the pelice will do their best, and 
that their success in the hunt will reassure 
the nation of their efficiency. 
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Water Shortage 
The weather during the past few days 


has been wet enough, and the year as a 
whole has not held out many threats of 
drought. Nevertheless, the time is 
approaching when urgent pleas may be 
made to save water, and fearful con- 
sequences promised for any citizen who is 
careless enough to leave his bathroom tap 
running. During former Irish summers 
the feeling has grown that there is plenty 
of water everywhere, except in the 
reservoirs, and the experience may be re- 
peated in 1936. Dublin, of course, has its 
own reasons for the paradox. The pipes 
from Roundwood are not large enough to 
feed the city, and every summer is almost 
bound to bring a water shortage until the 
promised scheme at Poulaphouca comes to 
the rescue. If the position in Ireland is 
unsatisfactory, however, it is at least some 
comfort to know that it is very little better 
in Great Britain. Londoners, during the 
last two or three summers, have grumbled 
quite. as much as Dubliners over their 
water restrictions, and are beginning to 
make a demand for more reservoirs. 
Several of the large provincial cities have 
followed their lead, and the result was 
that the Government set up an inland 
Water Survey Committee last year to deal 
with the whole problem on a national 
basis. The first annual report of this 
committee now has been published. It has 
made little progress, apart from issuing a 
detailed questionnaire to many public 
bodies and industrial firms, but its task 
is so complicated that results cannot be 
expected at once. The great increase in 
suburban building since the end of the 
War, both in Great Britain and in Ireland, 
is probably the main cause of scarcity. 
Nevertheless, it is curious that there 
should be an almost chronic shortage of 
water in islands which are by no means 
noted for a dry climate, and the English 
towns, one would think, ought to be able 
to find as easy a remedy for their plight 
as Dublin has found in Poulaphouca.

Franco-German disunion broke down the 
sanctions policy, proceeds The Times, and 
no adequateiv working League is possible 
until a Franco-German settlement is 
achieved. That is the plain truth which 
guides the great bulk of British opinion 
in demanding that the British Govern- 
ment, which confessedly wills this end, 
shall also will the means to it, and shall 
allow no consideration of diplomatic pro- 
priety to stand in the way of the negotia- 
tion which Herr Hitler’s offer originally 


invited. Though on this side there 
has been, and is, some obstruction 
to such a conference, no _ coterie, 


however well placed, can block 
definite public’ demand. Only Gennany 
herself can defeat the aim, and for the 
moment the obstacle is rather in Berlin 
than in London. If German delays are 
much prolonged, this country cannot but 
draw the obvious deduction from them. 
Opinion here is not impressed by the 
excuse that it is necessary to wait for a 
clearer picture of the future of the League, 
of British policy, and so on. What, after 
all, is open to Germany is her own full 
share from the beginning in the reconstruc- 
tion of Europe, which itself must deter- 
mine British policy and the reconstruction 
of the League. If she does not wish to 
take her share, then the rest of the world 
will know where it stands, and security 
must, perforce, be sought upon otlear lines. 
In the meantime Herr Hitler has 
encouraged the belief tha iat she does.

Speaking to the paper, the Rev. Liam 
O Fearghusa, P.P., said Hitler, although he 
had no confidence or regard for him. had 


fought one thing which thev should all con- 
demu—party government. Party government 
was an evil thing, derived from the English, 
but the English had now spread it into almost 
every country. It suited po race but them 
selves, and least of all, perhaps, did it suit 
Irish. Whatever system of Government 
was right, party government was wrong. It 
was political madness. Personal government 
was the ancient Irish system, and this per- 
sonal government, or rule by one individual. 
was the best feature of ancient Irish history. 
When the Free State was set up the ancient 
Gaelic system should have been revived. In 
stead they had a servile imitation of the 
British Parliament—Two chambers, a ‘speaker 
and the whole box of tricks from England. 
That was done at a time when every othe: 
race—the Germans, the French, the Italians. 
and even Americans—were getting tired of 
this rotten British institution.

_ The French Foreign Minister, M. Yvon 
Delbos, declared to the Chamber to-day that 
the mainter.ance of sanctions against Italy 
would only be a symbolic gesture without 
real efficacy 
outlined the foreign policy of the new Govern. 
ment, anda similar statement was made by 
M. Blum, the Premier, in the Senate. 

In the course of the declaration M. Delbos 
dealt “with disarmament, regional pacts, 
Locarno, tontrol of armament manufacture. 
and relations with Germany, but his most 
significant statements were in regard tn 
sanctions. . 

“HH is: im this spirit of fidelity to the 
League,” he said, “ that the Government has 
studied the problem which presented ‘itself 
most immediately for its examination—that 
of sanctions applied to Italy.
